coveries.

ſhews an alcaline tendency by keeping 
clear with alcalis, but thickening 
with acids. The bark of the root, 
which is chiefly uſed, has the ſmell 
of Liquorice, with a ſweetiſh-bitter- 
iſh taſte, and ſomewhat nauſeous. 


Tt was formerly placed among the 


five leſſer opening roots, and perhaps 
not undeſervedly, its decoction being 
ſtrongly recommended in obſtructions 
of the kidneys and liver.

other reaſon than for its frequency,

Here the Edinburgh College have 0 
ſhewn a juſt regard for our Indigenæc, 
even in adopting this, and rejecting 
the Creticus - for indeed we need not 
go to Crete for the ſeeds of the Dau- 
cus as a diuretic, as long as we are very 5 
liberally ſupplied with this; which, 
by the teſtimony of Van Helmont and 
others, is found to have powerful

both Colleges is not to be excuſed, 

even for the uſefulneſs of its meal, 


24 parti- ; 
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particularly in inflammations of the 


breaſts and teſtes— either diſcuſſing 


them or bringing them to ſuppura- 
tion ; and moreover, the Bean is fur- 
ther worthy of particular notice for 
the ſake of its ſtalks, which it ſup- 
plies in plenty ; becaule, being burnt, 
their aſhes, like thoſe of Broom, give 
falts perfectly alcaline, without any 
mixture of other neutral ſalts; and 
upon that account their infuſion in 
wine 1s preferable as a diuretic, even 
to expel ſmall gravel or ſand in ne-

Its ſenſible qualities, as well as the 
teſtimony of reſpectable Authors, 
ſtrongly recommend it, being of a 
grateful ſmell and vinous flavour, of 
a ſweet- bitteriſn, ſub-acrid, aroma- 
tic taſte, together with an aſtringency; 
and is ſaid to have been of ſignal uſe 
as a diuretic in the nephritic colic, in 
hernias, in the fuor albus, and parti- 
cularly in the dyſentery being given 
to a drachm in wine, or in the yolk of 
an egg. 
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L. SE. Friix MAS NON RAMOSA

The root is of a ſtrong ſmell, of a 
ſweet-bitteriſh taſte, and auſtere.

This ſpecies of Gallium, at leaſt, 
demands a particular attention, as 
being very frequent, and moreover 
becauſe it is diſtinguiſhed from other 
vegetables, and particularly from Sor- 
rel, in this: That the water diſtilled 
from the leaves and flowers is acid, 


and 
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and conſequently it contains a more 
ſubtile and volatile acid than Sorrel. 
The flowers are of a fragrant, but 
ſomewhat ſtrong ſmell; the leaves 
and flowers are of a bitteriſh, ſub- 
aſtringent taſte. The flowers are 
much in uſe, according to the French 
Writers, in convulſive diſorders in 
children, and with us in ſpaſmodic 
diſeaſes of the belly; for which pur- 
poſe a ſpoonful of the infuſion in 
wine has been given three times in 


the day.

2dly, Its aſhes, 
like thoſe of Bean- ſtalks, yield a ſalt 
more perfectly alcaline, freer from the 
mixture of the neutral ſalts, than any 
other vegetables, and as ſuch are pre- 
ferable in wine as a diuretic.

neſs and fine flavour agree tothe flowers, 
and withal are more eaſily procured, 
were a medicine known to the An- 
cients, and by them bruiſed and ap- 
plied to the navel to kill worms; and 
the Moderns have given them inter- 
nally, boiled in milk, for the ſame

The decoction is uſed in 
inflammations of the mouth and 
throat, and in ulcers of the mouth and 
Aphthe as a gargle, and is cooling, 
ſlightly detergent and healing: and 
in one of the worſt of Quinſeys, tend- 
ing to gangrene, called by the Ger- 
mars De Brun, it is much in requeſt, 
from whence the plant obtained the 
name of Brunella.— ] found it to yield 
a very large quantity of lixivial alt, 
viz. from a drachm and an half and 
fifteen grains I obtained two ſcruples 
twelve grains.

viz. That whereas I have in the ſub-

mendit, That the juice, like that of Cen- 
taury, ſhews a greater affinity to alcalis 
than acids.

So it is obſerved, that Wheat chewed and ap- 
plied to felons brings them to ſuppuration, viz.

5. An Oil extracted from it, which 
is recommended by the Ancients in

gent, and by the teſtimony of all au- 
thors poſſeſſed at leaſt of equal virtues 
with the other ; deterging and healing 
in malignant ulcers; and in a certain 
cancerous ulcer, I was witneſs to its 
good effects applied by way of cata- 
plaſm, where it changed the ſani- 
ous humor to a laudable Pas; and 
Hofman ſtrongly recommends it as a 
deobſtruent in infarctions of any of the 
viſcera : moreover, it has been parti- 
cularly recommended in aſthmas, and 
even in ulcers of the lungs, drank like 
tea.

_ Obſervations on ſome of the Prepara- 
tions and Compoſitions in both D., 
penſatories. | 


HE following hints, derived 
5 partly from my own experi- 
ments, and partly from thoſe of a ſa- 
gacious apothecary, Henry Barton, and 
who was an honour to his profeſſion, 
I ſhall deliver, for the moſt part, in no 
other order, than as the ſubjects of 
them occur in the courſe of the me- 
dicines deſcribed in the London Diſ- 
 penſatory; where I find that which is 
called Rob and the article of Extracts 
to be among the firſt; and conſequently 
any hints concerning theſe ought to 
precede any other. However, inaſmuch 
as the two preparations mentioned are 
only the re/idua left upon the exhala- 
tion 
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tion of the volatile parts; I ſhall, in 
this inſtance, take the liberty of de- 
viating from this order, by beginning 
with Diſtilled Waters, which were pur- 
poſely drawn by no greater a degree 
of heat than that of the cold ſtill. 


8 Now, in the courſe of theſe experi- 


ments, two things occurred to my ob- 
ſervation concerning Diſtilled Waters, 


which I apprehend it may not be uſe- 


leſs to premiſe. 


I. Whatever may be ſaid of Simple 
Bitters, that they do not riſe in diſtil- 


lation; I find that the Aromatic Bitters 


do in ſome degree ſend over not only 
their aromatic and pungent particles, 
but alſo thoſe in which the bitterneſs 
reſides. For it is a common obſervation 
among Apothecaries, that in diſtilling 
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the Aqua Alexiteria Simplex, the 


Worm-wood frequently emits ſuch 
a quantity of eſſential oil, as to be of- 
fenſive by its bitterneſs; and more-- 
over, I found that the Roman Worm- 
wood, Tanſy, Feverfew, and Marum 
Syriacum, each gave a warm and bit- 
ter water; alſo, each of the follow - 
ing herbs gave a bitter water, though 
in a leſs degree than the foregoing, 
vis. Angelica, Lavender, Sage, Mar- 
Joram, Lavender-cotton, Germander, 
Chamomile, Lemon- -peel, and Orange- 


peel. 


From hence it follows, that ſuch 
Waters are not entirely to be rejected, 
but may in preſcription ſerve as vehi- 
cles in the uſe of other Bitters. 


II. It 
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II. It is allowed that the principal 
of our Diſtilled Waters are furniſhed 
by Aromatics, whoſe active particles 
are capable of being preſerved by this 

means; and herein I found them to 
differ greatly from the plants called 
Acrid Antiſcorbutics, at leaſt from the 
following, vrz. Cochlearia, Raphanus 
ruſticanus, Porrum, Naſturtium, Eryſi- 
mum, Thlaſþi ſiliquis latis, Cardamine, 
Allium urſinum, Eruca marina, and Per- 
ficaria acris ; the acrimony of moſt of 
which 1s of ſo volatile a nature, as to 
be either entirely loſt in the operation, 
or not to keep long; ſo that only the 
Cochlearia and Raphanus gave over an 
acrid water: but even in theſe the 
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acrimony is not laſting, nor is preſerved 
but by ſpirits, as in the Agua Rapbani 
Compoſita, theſe plants having very 
little eſſential oil. 


Thus 
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Thus it appears, that the acrimony 
of the plants laſt enumerated, is of a 
much more volatile kind that that of 
the Aromatic. 


I have, however, found among our 
Ranunculi, ſome whoſe acrimony is at 
leaſt of an equally fixed nature, and ca- 
pable of being preſerved, as that of the 
Aromatics; for our Ranunculus bulboſus 
and the Ranunculus erectus acris gave 
over, in my uſual proceſs by the cold 
ſtill, a water of a burning acrimony, 
which it retained entire for twelve 


months; which ſhews a ſpecific dif- 


ference between the acrimony of theſe 
Ranunculi and the above Antiſcor- 
butics. 


I have met but with one inſtance _ 
of the medical uſe of Waters diſtilled 
from the Ranunculus bulboſus, and 
that 
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that is in Ray's Hiſtoria Plantarum, 
viz. © Aguam diſtillatam hujus radicis, 
vel infufionem in ſpiritu vinifattam 
contra peſtem ab herbilegis Noricis 
foi. | 


But ſee the obſervation on Ranun- 
culus above. 


1 proceed next to enumerate ſuch 
Waters as I obtained moſtly by the 
cold ſtill, eſpecially of Simples eaſily 

procurable, and which, retaining the 
native ſmell and taſte of their reſpec- 
tive Simples, are worth preſerving, 
though not mentioned in either of the 
Colleges, viz. 


APII PALUTRIS FOLIA. 
The leaves of Smallage gave a very 
ſtrong water, retaining the ſmell and 
- taſte 
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taſte of the herb, at the end of four 
years and a half after being drawn. 


CALAMINTHA VULG. VEL OFFIC. 
GERMANIA, C. B. Common Ca- 
lamint. 

Abounds in eſſential oil; and its 
water is ſtronger than that of Peni- 
royal, and of a taſte between that of 
Peniroyal and Peppermint. 


GALILII LUTEL FOLIA ET FLORES, 
Ladies Bedſtraw. 
Yields a volatile acid in diſtilla- 
tion, wherein this plant wholly dit- 
fers from Sorrel and other Vegetable 
Acids, which acidity it retained a year 
after it was drawn; and this peculia- 
rity ſeems to entitle it to further re- 
gard in practice. 


Hi P- 
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IIIPPOSELINIFOLIA, Alexanders. 
Yields a ſtrong aromatic water, and 
which retained its ſtrength at the end 
of two years after it was drawn. _ 


 L1MonuM CoRTES. 


The London College mention the 
Orange- peel, but omit intirely that 
of the Lemon ; the diſtilled water of 
which, for both its frequency and moſt 
grateful aromatic ſmell and flavour, 
certainly deſerves a place here, as a 
fit ingredient in juleps. That which 
I drew by the cold ſtill retained its 
{ſtrength above three years. It abounds 
with eſſential oil. | 8 


MARUM SYRIACUM. 


The diſtilled water retained the aro- 


matic and pungent ſmell of the herb, 
when kept three years.

Gives a water ſaturated with eſſen- 


tial oil, and perhaps ſuperior to Peni-

Is a moſt grateful aromatic, and 
abounds with us, and yields an agree- 
able diſtilled water.

Gives a ſtrong water, and worth 
keeping. 


_ Laſtly, we are of late ſupplied with 
an excellent ſubſtitute for Cinnamon 
water, Viz, |

The diſtilled water of theſe has 
the taſte of Cinnamon Water, and is 
richer in the eſſential oil, and at the 
ſame time much cheaper.

I PROCEED next to conſider the 
more fixed parts of vegetables, whether 
they be the reſidua left upon decoction 
or diſtillation, called Extracts, or the 
inſpiſſated juices of Fruits, common- 


ly called Robs. 


On the former of thoſe articles, 
both Diſpenſatories have been pretty 
copious, but in the latter extremely 
penurious, ſo as to have given only 
one, viz. that of Elder- berries, tho', 
indeed, the Edinburgh of 1756 gave 
us alſo the jellies of Currants, Ber- 
berries, and Quinces ; but theſe being 
mixed with ſugar, are not ſimple Roda; 
the uſefulneſs of which, prepared 
without ſugar, I intend * to ſhew : 
but, previous to this, it will be of uſe 
to conſider the article of Extracts.

Now, I found in no ſmall number 


and variety of Vegetables which Itried, 
that when the decoctions of them were 
protracted until they attained a con- 


ſiſtence a little thinner than that of 


common Extract, they all acquired 
ſome degree of acidity, which acidity 
became much more evident in the 
Extract, ſo as to be manifeſt to the 
taſte. 


This was the caſe of the Bitters, 
particularly Worm-wood, Chamomile, 


Germinder, Centaury, Hops, Gentian, 


and the Peruvian Bark. It was allo 
the caſe with the Aromatics, particu- 
larly Angelica, Lavender, and Lovage 
the Extracts of which manifeſted an 
acidity to the taſte, as likewiſe by their 
ebullition, with ſome of the ſolid A- 


calis added to them; as did alſo the 


Extracts drawn from thoſe called the 
| L Volatile 
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Volatile Antiſeorbutics, particularly 
Scurvy-graſs, Water-creſſes, Hedge- 
Muſtard, Leeks, Radiſhes, and Carda- 
mine; as likewiſe did the famed Extract 
of the Cicuta. 


Moreover, the fame appearances 
were alſo exhibited, even by the Sweets 
as well as the Bitters ; particularly the 
Extract from the leaves of the Bellis 
major acquires an acidity ; alſo the 
Extract of Liquorice excited an ebul- 
lition with the ſolid Alcalis. Trea- 
cle alſo is another inſtance, for it alſo 


excited a froth with Sal C. C. 


Theſe experiments ſeem to tend to 
leflen our eſteem of Extracts in gene- 
ral; fo that wherever the ſubſtance; or 
infuſion, or decoction, or juice of a 
plant can be got, we are at leaſt much 
ſurer of getting its intire virtues than 

| in 
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in the Extract, foraſmuch as, in the 
progreſs of this operation, the native 
qualities of the plant are depraved by 
the ſupervening acidity induced ; and 
as it 1s an eſtabliſhed maxim, particu- 
larly as to Bitters, that theſe and Acids 
counteract each other, the firſt are ſo 
far enervated by the combined Acid. 


I do not take upon me to endeavour 
entirely to diſcard the uſe of Extracts, 
which on many occaſions are more 
commodious and better adapted to 


weak ſtomachs, by reaſon of the ſmall- 


neſs of their doſe; and therefore ſhall 


now 'proceed to the conſideration 
of ſome few Extras in uſe, and to 
the recommendation of a few others 
not found in either of the Diſpenſa- 
tories. 


L. 2 The 
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The Extract of Centaury is juſtly 


retained in the Edinburgh Diſpenſatory 
of 1756, tho' rejected ſince, and may 
ſuperſede that of Gentian; and the 
rather, becauſe the Gentian has of 
late years been adulterated by a cer- 
tain poiſonous root. 


The fruit of the Cynoſbatos is or- 


dered in the London Diſpenſatory in 
the form of a conſerve, and that with 


a large proportion of Sugar; but I 
have kept an Extract from it prepared 
without Sugar three years, and it was 
not muſty, but retained the grateful 


ſWeet- acid taſte. 


The Extract of Cicuta alſo deſerves 
a place among Extracts of real uſe; 
but I beg leave to offer a new prepara- 
tion of it, of which I have experi- 

= enced 
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enced the ſame effects as an Anodyne, 
and which indeed anſwers to that of 
the Ancients, and 1s probably prefer- 
able to that prepared by the fire, as 
being leſs deprived of the volatile 
parts, viz. From a pint of the juice 
decanted from the ſediment, and 
ſtrained, and then expoſed to the heat 
of the ſun three days, I obtained an 
ounce and a half of Extract. 


N.B. The Ancients alſo made an 
Extract from the juice of Hen- 
bane by the ſun, which they pre- 


ſerved for uſe as an Anodyne. 


The Extract of the Hedera terreſtris, 
tho' not mentioned by either College, 
may well deferve to be adopted : for 
Cartheuſer obſerves the moſt active 


parts of this plant to lie in a fixed 
1 gummy 
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gummy ſubſtance, and that the wa- 
tery Extract is much ſtronger than 
| the ſpirituous ; which was confirmed 
in my Experiments, there being a 
remarkable heat in the former; and 
ſoit may be worth preparing, the fre- 
quency and uſefulneſs of the plant 
recommending it, conſidered. 


But beſides theſe, there are other 
Simples which are more proper ſub- 
| Jes for Extracts and Inſpiſſated Juices 
than moſt of thoſe abovementioned, 
'viz. of the acid kind, tho' but little 
noticed for this purpoſe; ſo that I find 
but two in both Diſpenſatories or- 
dered for ſimple RO or Inſpiſſated 
Juices, that is, Elder-berries in the 
London, and Sloes in the Edinburgh 
Diſpenſatory of 1756. 


Oran ges 
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Oranges and Lemons, and the Mi- 
neral Acids have in a great meaſure 
ſupplanted a proper regard to our na- 
tive vegetable acids; but as the Oranges 


and Lemons are not always to be got, 


the other may well ſupply their place; 
being equally, and ſome of them more 
ſaponaceous; and in ſeveral caſes pre- 
ferable to the rough Mineral Acids. 


Thus an Extract of Sorrel or Wood 
Sorrel is not once mentioned in either 
Diſpenſatory, altho' theſe plants, when 
green (for they loſe their acidity when 
dry, even as thoſe called the Volatile 
Antiſcorbutics do their acrimony), 
furniſh a very large proportion of a 
gratefully acid Extract; fo that from 
three ounces of the decoction of the 


reſiduum in the ſtill, of the firſt I got 


nearly fix drams of Extract, and from 


the ſecond above ſeven drams of Ex- 
1 want 
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tract, which is preferable to the plants 
themſelves, or their juices in their 
crude ſtate; ſo far, that it is much 
ſtronger, being the genuine acid of 
the plant concentred or ſeparated from 
the aqueous particles. 


Beſides theſe, moſt of our Horary 
Fruits will admit of the like prepa- 
ration ; ſo that we may be furniſhed 
with whatſoever is of real uſe in them, 
either in the way of diet or medicine 
(the flavour perhaps of ſome of them 
excepted) „in the midſt of winter; and 
theſe are more worthy of attention, 
as being of a more mild and ſapona- 
ceous quality than either Sorrel, Le- 
mons, or Oranges. 


Indeed the Eainburgh Diſpenſatory 


of 1756 gives the preparation of ſome 
of theſe under the appellation of Ge- 


latina, 
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latina, particularly that of Currants, 
Berberries, and Quinces, but always 
with a large proportion of Su- 
gar; which weakens the acid, and 
makes the mixture more apt to fer- 
ment. I ſhall therefore give the quan- 
tities of Extract which I obtained 
from three ounces of the decoctions 
of the reſidua in the ſtill, left after 
diſtillation, of the following articles 
without any Sugar, and by which 
their proportions to one another may 
in ſome meaſure appear. 


1. From Red Currants, of a very 
acid and ſweet Extract, 3 drachms, 


23 grains. 


2. White Currants, of a ſweet and 
acid Extract, 7 drachms. 


3. Black 
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3. Black Currants, acid and ſweetiſh, 


but leſs grateful than the two preced- 
ing, 7 drachms, 1 ſcruple. 


4. Blackberries, very acid, 7drachms, 
28 grains. 


F. Strawberries, very ſweet and acid, 
but the flavour loſt, 4 drachms, 1 
ſcruple. 


6. Ripe Pears, as ſweet as honey, 
with ſcarce any acidity, 7 drachms, 
26 * | 


7. Raſpberries, acid and gratefully 
| ſweet, and retaining the flavour, 6 
drachms, 2 ſcruples, 14 grains. 

8. Ripe Gooſeberries, very acid and 
iweet, I ounce, 6 grains. 


9. Red 
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9. Red Cherries, gratefully ſweet 
and acid, 1 ounce, 2 ſcruples and a 


half. 


10. Ripe Plums, acid and ſweet, 
I OUNCE, 27 grains. 


11. Blackberries, ſweet, acid and 
rough, 1 ounce, 1 drachm, 4 grains. 


12, Ripe Codlings, very ſweet and 
ſubacid, 1 ounce, 2 ſcruples, 6 grains. 
Moreover, the juices expreſſed from 


each of theſe Articles were exhaled 

to the conſiſtence of an Extract by the 

heat of the ſteam of hot water, and 

being kept in galley-pots, covered 

with a bladder, retained their genuine 

taſte at the end of a year and a half, 
no Sugar being added. 
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To theſe add, the juice of Mul- 


berries, prepared in the ſame manner, 


by the authority of Daniel Ludovicus. 


The juice alſo of the Vaccinia nigra, 
Black Whorts, or Whortle-berries, Hi- 
bernice Fragnans, ripe, of which half 
a pint gave of Extract, of a grateful 
ſweet-acid taſte, 5 drachms, 17grains; 
and the juice of Peaches, of which 
half a pint gave of Extract, of the 
native grateful, ſweet- acid taſte, 4. 
drachms, 2 ſcruples. 


Apples alſo may be preſerved for 
uſe in winter and other ſeaſons, by 
being put whole in a baker's oven 
after the bread is taken out, and this 
repeated until the Apples be ſhrivelled 
and brown, like Pruens dried; and 
thus may be kept a whole year, being 
only

only thus deprived of their phlegm, 


the grateful ſweet- acid taſte remain- 


ing. 


Theſe intimations may be of ſingu- 
lar ſervice in practice on many octa- 


ſions; and the rather, as the uſe of 


Fruits in fevers is of late happily re- 
vived.

Of Oirs and SALTS. 


I PROCEED next, according to 
the order of the preparations deſcribed 
in the London Diſpenſatory, to thoſe 
of Oils by expreſſion - and here oc- 
curs, firſt: 


The Oz of Muftard by expreſſion, 
an Oil hitherto commonly ſuppoſed 
to be not at all poſſeſſed of any acri- 


mony, 
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mony, but to be as mild as Oil of 
ſweet Almonds; the contrary of which 
hath been ſhewn by the late Experi- 


ments, 


The Oleum Sinapinum of the An- 
cients, indeed, was made by ſteeping 
the ſeed finely pounded in warm 
Water, to which Oil was afterwards 
added; and then what was preſſed out 
from this mixture was called Oil of 
Muſtard; nor did the Moderns know 
any other by this name than ſuch a 
mild one as above-mentioned, as ap- 
pears by the Diſpenſatories of both 

Colleges, until by the ſagacity of | 
James Ivory, Merchant, in Dublin, it 
was diſcovered, that by means of ſu- 
perior preſſure an Oil might be ob- 
tained, both from the White and Com- 
mon Muſtard, poſſeſſed of the acri- 
mony of the ſeed, even by the ſupe- 

rior 
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rior preſſure of a wedge on the ſeeds 
incloſed in canvas bags, and placed be- 
tween two iron plates in a mill; and 
thus by the force of this ſtrong preſ- 
ſure blending the eſſential Oil with 
the common, a ſtrong ſharp Oil is ob- 
tained, which retained its acrimony 
at the end of two years after it was 
drawn, and undoubtedly will prove 
uſeful to many good purpoſes both ex- 
ternally and internally.

NEXT to Oils, in the London Diſ- 
penſatory, ſucceed Sa/fs and Salina; 
and among the reſt, the Sal catharticus 
Glauberi. And here the Sal de Seignette, 
or Sal Rupellenſs, the Rochelle Salt, de- 


{erves conlideration as a commodious 


Purge, being a compoſition of the 
Marine Alcali with Cream of Tartar, 


ſomewhat like the Tartarum folubile, 
| but 
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but preferable to it, in being not liable 
to grow moiſt as that, and being void 
of the nauſeous bitter taſte of the 
Glauber's valt. Sh

Of ſeveral Preparations of CATHAR= 
TICs, in both Diſpenſatories. 


THE Infuſum Senæ Commune and 
Limoniatum in the London Diſpenſa- 
tory have Cream of Tartar and Juice 
of Lemons in their compoſition ; that 
of Edinburgh is prepared with Ta- 
marinds and Cream of Tartar. Now, 
whatever may be the effect of theſe 
Acids in taking away the nauſeouſneſs 
of the Sena, as Acids they hinder the 
extraction of its tincture, and conſe-- 
quently its purgative operation, which 
reſides partly in a mucilaginous and 
partly in a matter approaching to oil 

or 
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or reſin; for Lemon-juice deſtroys 
the tincture of Sena in water, and 
Cream of Tartar hinders it. from giving 


forth its tincture to water; and other 


Acids, as Vinegar, Verjuice, and Cyder, 
have the like effect, even in propor- 
tion to their acidity; and French 
Claret ſcarce extracted any tincture at 
all from it: On the contrary, Salt of 
Tartar immediately expedites and ad- 
vances the tincture of Sena; but Sack 
and Port Wine, Mead, Beer, and Ale 


(in all which the acid is greatly en- 


veloped) extracted deeper tinctures 
from it than either Water or Rheniſh 
Wine, or French White Wine, the 
more oily fermented liquors being 
better adapted to the extraction of 
the oily or reſinous matter than 
either water, or water combined with 
an Acid; and conſequently the infu- 
ſions of Sena in both Diſpenſatories are

not calculated for the improvement on 


the efficacy of the Medicine, but ra- 
ther to gratify the palate. 


But er all, perhaps the beſt me- 
thod of giving Sena is to infuſe it in 
a larger proportion of liquor than in 
either of the Diſpenſatories, as in the 
Ptiſana Cathartica in Bate; where not 
above a ſcruple is ordered to half a 
pint of Water, concerning which he 
ſays, ** quinquies aut ſexies movere raro 


. ſallit. 


The ſeveral preparations of Aloes 
are not leſs worthy to be conſidered, 
concerning which the. following ob- 
ſervations were moſtly communicated 
by the ſagacious Apothecary above- 
named, and one of the firſt who point- 
ed out the effects of Gums and Mu- 

cilages

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cilages in diſſolving reſinous ſub- 
ſtances. 


The Tinctura ſacra in the London 
Diſpenſatory wants preciſion in regard 
to the Wine, or ordering White Wine 
indefinitely inſtead of Spanith Wine; 
for French White Wine is the very 
worſt menſtruum for Aloes, as ap- 
pears in the following Table:

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Here we ſee, that of theſe ſeveral 


menſtrua the worſt is French White 
Wine, diſſolving the leaſt proportion 
of the Aloes; but rectified Spirit is 
the moſt complete menſtruum, which 
entirely deſtroys the tenacity of the 
Aloes, and deprives it of its taſte. The 


ſame perſon apprehending that the ill 


effects ſometimes attending Aloes, ſuch 
as the Gripes and Piles, may be owing 


to its tenacity, made divers experi- 


ments in order to correct this quality, 
viz. with Salt of Tartar, Caſtile Soap, 


Loaf Sugar, Honey, Sheep's Gall, and 


the Folk of an Egg, and found that 
Salt of Tartar was the moſt effectual 
in taking away this coheſive quality, 
and recommends the following Pills 
or Paſte. Aloes 1 ounce, Sal Tartari 


1 drachm, ob. Aniſi gtt. xxx Miſce. 


He has alſo found another ſubſtance 
effectual for the ſame purpoſe, as in 


tha

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the following experiment: To 1 
drachm of Gum Arabic were put two 
tea-ſpoonfuls of Water in order to 
make a thick mucilage ; to which was 


added, 1 drachm of Aloes powdered: 


this mixture was rubbed in a mortar 


with 2 ounces of river water, and the 
Aloes was diſſolved, and entirely loſt 
its tenacity. 


The Tinctures of Rhubarb may 


alſo admit of ſome improvements, 
VIZ. 


The vinous Tincture in the London 
Diſpenſatory is ordered to be made 
with White Wine indefinitely, inſtead 
of Spaniſh Wine; and that this is pre- 
ferable to Rheniſh and other liquors 
partaking of an acid, appears from 
hence, that theſe draw much weaker 
tinctures from Rhubarb than do 

„ Sack 
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Sack and Mead, in which the acid is 

inveloped. And if the Tincture be 
made with proof ſpirits, as it 1s in 
the Diſpenſatory of Edinburgh 1774, 
that from Malt, which in all experi- 
ments ſhews a leſs degree of acidity 
than Rum or Brandy, draws a deeper 
tincture.

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of which I now proceed to enumerate 
ſeveral inſtances, being of ſuch pre- 
parations, as may well deſerve a place 
in any future Pharmacipe, from Dr. 


Macbride's Experiments. 


I. To the Tinctura Guaiacina Vo- 
latilis of the London Diſpenſatory may 
be ſubſtituted the following prepara- 
tion: Let the Reſin of Guaiacum be 
rubbed with equal parts of Quick- 
lime, and afterwards mixed with a 
proper quantity of Lime-water, which 
will give a complete ſolution of it. 


II. In the Agua Calcis magis com- 
pojita and minus compoſita of the Lon- 
don Diſpenſatory, it is to be obſeryed, 
that the Guaiacum and Saſſafras con- 
tain much fixed air; which in this

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preparation 1s abſorbed by the Lime 
Water; and by this means the Lime 
returns to the {tate of an inert calca- 
reous earth; and therefore, if there 
be any dependance on the virtues of

III. The Fulepum e Camphora of the 
London Diſpentatory may be thus im- 
proved: R. Camphora, 3 i.

N. B. Theſe Tinctures made with 

Lime Water have this fingular ad- 
vantage, That the diſſolved bodies are 
not precipitated on the admixture of 
watery liquids, as thoſe made With 
Spirits of Wine. 


Under the Article of Mixtures in 
the London Diſpenſatory we meet with 
the Lac Ammoniact, to which might 
profitably be ſubjoined two other pre- 
parations, viz. from Myrrh, and from 
Olibanum, both Gum-Reſins, as well 
as that called Gum Ammoniac z and 
conſequently a Lac Myrrhe may be 
prepared, poſſeſſing the whole ſub- 
ſtance, and conſequently virtues of 
Myrrh in a liquid form; for if Myrrh 

be 
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be beaten in a mortar with water, it 
makes an emulſion containing both 
the gum and reſin of Myrrh, and 
as ſuch is preferable to that prepared 
with ſpirit. 


In like manner may a Lac Olibani 
be prepared, this being alſo a Gum- 
Reſin, which by triture in water will 
make an emulſion, by which it is 
diſtinguiſhed from the T hus femininum 

or Common Frankincenſe ; this laſt 
being a true Reſin of the Pine, diſ- 
ſolving entirely in rectified Spirits. 
To theſe may be added an emulſion 
from Gamboge, which alſo belongs to 
the claſs of Gum-Reſins, and which I 

have often given in this form in 
dropſical caſes, being rubbed with 
diſtilled water and ſugar, 


Next 
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Next in order ſucceeds in the Lo- 
don Diſpenſatory the article of Syrups: 
and 1. That of the Syrupus ex Althea. 
Here the quantity of the root is 
too large in both Diſpenſatories, and 
the boiling 1s too long protracted ; 
for whereas both the London and 
Edinburgh order it to be boiled to the 
conſumption of half the water, my 
experiencedOperator abovenamed finds 
that one ounce of very thinly ſliced 
freſh-dug root to a quart and half a 
pint of water, viz. a far leſs quantity 
of the root than in either of the Diſ- 
penſatories, and giving it what he calls 
one boil and no more, and letting it 
ſtand all night, and adding next morn- 
ing as much ſugar as will give it the 
conſiſtence of a Syrup, will exceed 
that made by the uſual long boiling! in 
tenacity (the quality for which this 
Medi- 
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Medicine is valued), Mucilages loſing 
much of their tenacity by long boil- 
ing. To this add, the great waſte of 
the root by the far too large propor- 
tion of it to the water. He acknow- 
ledges indeed, that the ſyrup made in 
his method is more apt to grow 
mouldy; however, as it is preferable 
as a medicine for its ſuperior mucila- 
ginous quality, this may be prevented 
by making leſs at a time. 


II. In the Syrupus Balſamicus the 
London Diſpenſatory orders a long de- 
coction of the Balſam in water, which 
extracts little of the Balſam, but chiefly 
the acid Salt, the proper menſtruum 
for the Balſam being rectified Spirit; 
and therefore the Tincture prepared 
therewith is added in the Edinburgh 
Diſpenſatory to common ſyrup, and 


preſerves 
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preſerves the virtue of the Balſam en« 
tir Ei 


The Unguentum ex Althea in the 
Loxdon Diſpenſatory is another in- 
ſtance of error in compoſition; for 
whereas the Oleum d Mucilaginibus 
derives its name from the Mucilages, 
one of its ingredients, there is no 
dependance on it as a mucilaginous 
medicine, nor conſequently on either 
of theſe compoſitions ; recent obſerva- 
tions having ſhewn it to be a palpa- 
ble error to attempt to diſſolve Muci- 
lages in expreſſed Oils by the method 


here laid down, where not only the 


roots and ſeeds are ordered to be boiled 
half an hour, but to be boiled again 
when the oil is added, even to the con- 
ſumption of the watery moiſture ; for 
when all the water is evaporated, the 
Mucilage forms itſelf into grumous, 

| gummy 
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gummy particles, which afterwards 
are thrown away with the feeces. 


T ſhall conclude theſe remarks by 


conſidering how far the celebrated 
Elixir Vitrioli (on which great ſtreſs 
is laid as a bracer, from a ſuppoſed 
union of the Aromatic Oils to the 
Vitriolic Acid) may be deemed a con- 
gruous mixture, which the following 
Experiments of the above-named Au- 
thor will help to determine : 


I. To one part of Oil of Vitriol were 
added four parts of Water, inſtead of 
pure Oil of Vitriol, in both Diſpen- 
ſatories. | 


This was poured on the Tinctura 


Aromatica made with ſtrong Spirit of 


Wine, upon which there enſued a 
great coagulation and precipitation. 
II. Spiritus 


et 
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II. Spiritus Vitrioli dulcis was poured 
on the Tinctura aromatica made with 
proof Spirit, as in the Elixir Vitrioli 
dulce; and there enſued a coagulum 
and precipitation in this alſo, tho 
much leſs than in the preceding Ex- 
periment, ſo that there was ſo much 
of the aromatic Oil ſuſpended as to 
be ſenſible to the palate. 


From theſe Experiments it appears, 
that the Union of the aromatic Oils 
to Spirit of Wine, is hindered by the 
Acid of Vitriol in proportion to the 
ſtrength of this Acid having the 
ſtronger attraction to the Phlogiſton; 
and this is further confirmed by an 
appearance often obſerved in the Elixir 
Vitrioli Acidum, prepared with Oil of 
Vitriol, viz. which, after it has been 
ſome time made, lets fall a ſediment _ 
which is acombination of theVitriolic 
Acid 
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acid and aromatic Oil, from the ſupe- 
rior attraction of the Vitriolic Acid 
to the aromatic Oil, than that of Spirit 
of Wine to the aromatic Oil. | 


N. B. This compoſition ſeems to 
reſemble, and is illuſtrated by, what 
occurs in the bowels of the Earth in 
the generation of Amber, Bitumen, 


and Sulphur, being combinations of 
the Vitriolic Acid and Mineral Oil. 


Upon the whole, this ſeparation of 
the aromatic Oil from the Spirit, by 
means of the Acid, appears ſo far to 
render the Elixir Vitrioli Acidum an 
incongruous mixture, as to make it, 
at leaſt by time, little more than Oil 
of Vitriol ſweetened by Spirit of Wine; 
and even That prepared with dulcified 
Spirit, is alſo liable to ſome degree of 
the ſame inconvenience, viz. a ſubſe- 


N quent 
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quent precipitation of the aromatic 
Oil. : 


Of this the College of 'Edinburgh 
in their Diſpenſatory ſeem to have 
been ſenſible, and therefore order their 
Elixir Vitrioli Acidum to be prepared 
with a leſs proportion of the acid than 
in the Elixir Vitrioli Acidum of the 
London Diſpenſatory.

T H E following Remarks point- 
ing out ſome further Pharmaceu- 
tical errors, from another judicious 
and experienced Operator, having 
fince been communicated, I ſhall here 
add them, as worthy of attention in the 
compiling any future Pharmacopoeia. 


In 
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In the MuciLaco Gum: TRAGA- 

CANTH®, 

The Edinburgh College give an ela- 
borate proceſs, viz. firſt, to bruiſe the 
Gum, and then to macerate it in hot 
water 24 hours; which is a needlefs 
trouble : for, beſides that this Gum 
is very tough and difficult to powder, 
it will diſſolve completely in 5 or 6 
hours in cold water. 


The TincTURA CASTOREL 


Is ordered to be made with recti- 
fied Spirit; but Proof Spirit is a bet- 
ter Menſtruum, as the College of 
London have ordered; the Caſtor yield- 
ing not only to ſpirituous, but partly 
to watery Menſtrua, and affording 
a ſtrong and elegant tincture to Lime 
Water, as is above obſerved. 


NS OLEUM 
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OLEUMd MENTHK ESSEN TIALE, 
In the Edinburgh Diſpenſatory is 
ordered to be made with the dry herb, 
contrary to the general and better 
cuſtom of preparing it from the green 
herb when in perfection and flower, 
and without any maceration; altho' 
this laſt be ordered in the London 
as well as Edinburgh Diſpenſatory. 
The Proceſs for making the Spiritus 
Dolatilis aromaticus, both in the London 
and Edinburgh Diſpenſatory, is very ex- 
ceptionable; for, beſides that the Oils 
are frequently adulterated, they will 
not diſſfolue perfectly in any Spirit 
in which there is the leaſt portion of 
Phlegm ; of which the SH. Salis Am- 
moniact vinoſus, in the Edinburgh Diſ- 
penſatory ; and the Sp. Salis Ammo- 
niact dulcis, in the London; contains a 
large quantity: and accordingly, when 
the Oils are firſt added to the Spirit, 


even 
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cven ſuppoſing them pure, they turn 
milky, and after ſome time red; and 
therefore the old practice of making 
this Spirit is the beſt, viz. to diſtil 
it with a few ſele& aromatic herbs 
inſtead of their Oils, which are too 
often adulterated. 


In the Syrupus de Spina cervina, the 
Edinburgh College in 1774 have omit- 
ted the Aromatics as Correctors, tho' 

the College of 1735 add Oil of Cloves 
to it; and that of London, Cinnamon, 


Ginger, and Nutmegs. 


In the Electuarium lenitivum, the 
Edinburgh College have omitted the 
moſt uſeful ingredients, the Caſſia and 
Tamarinds; retaining only the Sena 
and the pulp of Pruens, which makes 
a diſagreeable medicine, and apt to 
ferment.

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The Pilulæ Aloetice are far from 
being an improvement of the Pilulæ 
Alcetice in the Diſpenſatory 1756. 
There, indeed, Soap is mixed with the 
Aloes ; but here, a large quantity of 
the Extract of Gentian is added to it, 
which increaſes the bulk of the me- 
dicine without any advantage; and the 
Sal. Polychreſt, as ſaline ſubſtances in 
general, makes an incongruous mix- 
ture with Pills. 


To this add, the au College of 
1774 expunging the following Artices 
retained in their Diſpenſatory of 1756, 
tho generally received, and for the 
moſt part very uſeful, viz.

Of the Collection of ſome Roof s. 


I T will not be uſeleſs, in the next 
place, eſpecially as the late Edinburgh 
Diſpenſatory has been ſilent upon 
this head, to make a few obſervations 
on the proper time for collecting 
Roots, becauſe a neglect of this mat- 
ter may prove a means of depriving 
them of their credit in reſpect to 
the virtues attributed to them, merely 
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for want of the taking them up 
at the time when they are in their 
greateſt perfection. Thus, accord- 
ing to the obſervation of the above- 
mentioned ſagacious Apothecary, the 
Arum root, an ingredient in the Pul- 
vi Ari compoſitus (a medicine of great 
activity, if prepared from this root 
got in its moſt perfect ſtate), if it be 
dug in ſpring (as, he ſays, it often is 
with us) it will ſoon loſe its Acri- 
monv and become effete ; not from 
the great volalitity of its parts, which 
from Experiment appears to be lets 
than in the Antiſcorbutics, as Horſe- 
radiſh and Scurvy-Graſs, but from 
the imperfect ſtate in which it is found 
at that ſeaſon of the year; for the 
roots are then in a withering ſtate, and 
at the ſame time new ones are form- 
ing, which new ones are not per- 
tected until the latter part of ſum- 

IS | mer : 
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mer: for when the ſtalks are wither- 
ing, i. e. about the end of Auguſt or 
beginning of September, the new 
roots become large and turgid, and if 
taken up at this ſeaſon, and carefully 
dried and preſerved, will retain their 
acrimony till the return of the ſeaſon, 


as the abovenamed perſon aſſured 


me. 


In order to arrive at ſome degree of 
certainty in this matter, having learnt 
from Grew and Ray that the Root of 

Arum, and ſeveral of the Perennial 
plants, is formed by the yearly de- 
ſcent of the ſtalk, which is gradually 
tranſmuted into a Root ; I dug up 
one of the Roots of Arum in March, 
which I found to conſiſt of three dif- 
ferent parts, viz. the firſt, which was 
next the Stalk, was white and ſuccu- 
lent, being the rudiments of a root 
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200 MATERIA MEDICA. 
not yet perfectly formed, and the pro- 
duction of the preſent year; the ſecond | 
Was brown, and beginning to ſhrivel, 

being the production of the laſt year; 
the third was entirely ſhrivelled, and 
waſted to an inconſiderable bulk, and 
was ready to drop off, having been the 
production of the firſt year; whereas 
the production of the preſent year ar- 
rives at its due maturity at the latter 
end of ſummer. 


There are two other Roots, which 
may alſo be in danger of loſing part 
of the credit due to them, by means of 
the fame neglect of the proper time 
of gathering them, viz. the Mater- 
Dock and the Valerian. 


As to the firſt, we not only have 
the authority of Miller, in his Gar- 
dener's Dictionary for taking up the 
| Roots 
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Roots of the Lapatha in general after 
the leaves are decayed, but upon ſtrict _ 1 
obervations made here, it appears that 1 
the Autumn is the proper ſeaſon for it: 


for upon a compariſon made between 
thoſe roots that had been taken up in 
Spring, with thoſe that had-been taken 


up in Autumn, the firſt were remark- 
able for being more watery, leſs ſtrong 
and firm, and waſted more in the 
drying ; and conſequently the procur- 
ing them at the proper ſeaſon muſt 
redound more to the profits of the 
Apothecary, as well as furniſh him 
with the root intrinſically ſtronger and 


better. So the root of Valerian ought 
to be taken up in Autumn; That taken 
up in May, upon comparitons accu- 
rately made, being more watery, leſs 
ſtrong, and leſs fetid, than that taken 
up in September and October: alſo, I 
cauſed this root to be taken up in 


July, 
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July, in Auguſt, and in September, 
and found that which had been taken 
up in July to conſiſt of ſmall fibres, 

that in Auguſt of larger, and that in 
* much * 


So the root of one of the Orcebis's, 
from whence a liquor like Salep may 
be prepared, is beſt taken up for this 
purpoſe when the ſeed is formed, and 
the ſtalk ready to fall; for then the 
Bulb is arrived to its full maturity, 
and may be known from the old one, 
whoſe ſtrength is ſpent by the pre- 


ceding germination. 


The Author laſt named alſo men- 
tions as a well known practice, that the 
proper ſeaſon for collecting moſt of 
the bulbous tuberous roots, and pre- 
ſerving them, whether for medical or 


culinary uſe, is either at the latter end 
of 
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of Summer or in Autumn, viz. when 
the Stalk and Leaves are decaying z 
as in Garlic, Onions, Potatoes, Car- 
rots, Skirrets, Liquorice, Madder, and 
Tragopogon: ſo that the Gardener 
who ſhould chooſe to take up his 


Potatoes for the uſe of the table early 


in the Summer, when the plant is in 
vigour, but the root in a crude and 
watery ſtate ; rather than wait till Au- 
tumn, when it acquires that farinace- 
' ous quality ox which its excellence 
depends; would not be a worſe œco- 
nomiſt than that Apothecary who 
ſhould take up the Roots of Arum, 
and the others mentioned, in Spring, 
or the height of Summer, before they 
arrived to maturity. 
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SHALL here, for the entertain- 
ment of the Curious, whilit the 
doctrine of Fermentation in the prime 
viz 1s now generally received, give a 
Liſt of divers Vegetables which fo 
far elude the concoctive powers, as to 
retain ſome of their diſtinguiſhing 
qualities far beyond the prime vic.
